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O  GOD,  WHO  BT  THE  LEADING  OF

JESUS  CHRIST  OUR  LORD,  AMEN. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT. 


At  this  inspiring  season,  the  church,  by  the  order  of  the 
beautiful  services  she  has  appointed  for  its  celebration, 
presents  to  our  notice  three  remarkable  events  in  the  history 
of  our  blessed  Lord.  She  seems  to  suppose,  (and  such  was 
the  general  belief  of  the  early  Christians,)  that  this  was  the 
season  at  which  he  was  baptized  ;  and  at  which  he  changed 
the  water  into  wine  at  the  wedding-feast  at  Cana.  And  more 
especially  she  commemorates  now,  his  manifestation  to  the 
Gentile  Magi  of  the  East,  as  the  representatives  of  the  whole 
heathen  world.  Whether  the  tradition  which  thus  declares  that 
three  several  exhibitions  of  the  divine  grace  and  glory  were 
made  on  this  day,  though  in  different  years,  be  accurate  or  not, 
is  of  no  importance.  It  is  sufficient  for  us  that  they  are  present¬ 
ed  to  our  contemplation  at  this  period.  In  contemplating  the 
baptism  of  our  Lord  and  Saviour,  we  may  be  reminded  of 
the  obligations  of  our  own  baptismal  professions  and  pledges  ; 
and  reflect  upon  our  duty  as  his  disciples,  in  imitation  of 
him,  to  fulfil  all  righteousness.  In  considering  the  wonder¬ 
working  power  which  effected  the  miracle  at  Cana,  we  may 
be  encouraged  to  go  on  heartily  and  vigorously  in  the  great 
enterprise  we  have  undertaken  of  endeavouring  to  disseminate 
bis  gospel  among  our  fellow-men,  from  the  recollection  that 
he  who  thus  exhibited  omnipotent  power,  has  also  the  hearts 
of  men  in  his  hand,  and  can  “  order  the  unruly  wills  and  af¬ 
fections  of  sinful  men;”  and  that  we  may  trust  him  to  “  raise 
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up  his  power  and  come  among  us,”  and  “  with  great  might 
succour  us”  in  the  furtherance  of  his  cause  on  earth. 

When  the  wise  men  of  the  East  had  found  the  infant^ 
Saviour,  “  they  opened  their  treasures,  and  presented  unto 
him  gifts, — gold,  frankincense,  and  myrrh.”  As  some  of 
the  ancient  fathers  said,  piously,  but  perhaps  fancifully,  they 
offered  him  gold  in  tribute  to  him  as  a  king; — frankincense, 
in  acknowledgment  of  his  divinity ;  and  myrrh,  as  a  re¬ 
cognition  of  his  humanity  mysteriously  combined  with  the 
Godhead,  and  in  token  of  their  belief  that  he  was  to  die,  but  that 
his  body  should  not  see  corruption.  As  others  thought,  the 
gifts  which  they  presented  were  significant  of  the  spiritual 
offerings  which  it  becomes  us  to  make — the  gold  was  the 
emblem  of  charity  to  men  ;  the  incense,  of  piety  to  God ;  and 
the  myrrh,  of  purity  of  soul.  All  this  may  be  mere  fancy — 
but  there  is  about  it  all  much  truth.  He  is  our  king,  he  is  our 
God,  and  he  is  the  son  of  man,  bearing  our  very  nature.  As 
he  loved  us,  it  becomes  us  to  love  one  another,  and  to  testify 
that  holy  charity  by  deeds  of  bounty  to  our  fellow-men.  As 
he  is  our  God,  we  should  devote  to  him  our  hearts  and  our 
service.  And  as  he  was  holy,  harmless,  and  undefiled,  it 
becomes  us  to  endeavour  to  be  holy  even  as  he  is  holy,  and 
to  offer  to  him  the  purest  affections  of  our  souls.  These  are 
offerings  more  precious  than  gold,  more  fragrant  than  incense, 
and  more  pure  than  myrrh. 

Yet,  certainly,  if  we  thus  love,  and  seek  thus  to  serve  our 
God  and  Saviour,  the  interests  of  his  Gospel,  and  the  cause 
of  his  Church,  through  whose  instrumentality  that  precious 
gospel  is  to  be  promulged  to  a  guilty  world,  and  its  sanctify¬ 
ing  influences  applied  to  the  hearts  of  men,  will  be  objects  of 
deep  and  strong  concern  to  us.  It  can  never  be,  that  those 
who  prize  the  gospel,  and  love  the  Church,  will  be  indifferent 
in  that  great  matter.  And  if  at  all  times  the  extension  of  the 
knowledge  of  his  great  salvation  should  interest  us;  more  es¬ 
pecially  should  they  animate  our  exertions  at  this  season  when 
all  the  rich  and  sweet  blessings  which  it  brings  are  specially 
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brought  to  our  notice,  commended  to  our  adoption,  and  pro¬ 
posed  to  our  gratitude.  It  was  a  wise  thought,  then,  which 
suggested  that  our  excellent  society  should  date  its  com¬ 
mencement  from  this  festival,  and  that  this  appropriate  day 
should  be  ever  after  observed  as  its  anniversary.  It  was 
wisely  thought  that,  at  no  time,  would  the  hearts  of  Christian 
people  be  more  ready  to  respond  to  its  appeals ;  and  to  testify 
their  appreciation  of  the  privileges  and  blessings  which  it  was 
intended  to  carry  to  our  destitute  brethren  in  the  interior,  and 
upon  our  borders.  In  behalf  of  the  noble  objects  which  it  has 
in  view,  an  application  is,  as  is  customary  at  this  annual 
celebration,  to  be  made  to  you.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary 
and  proper  that  some  brief  statement  should  be  made  to  you 
of  its  concerns  and  its  doings,  during  the  past  year,  and  of  its 
future  prospects. 

It  is  called  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity. 
And  hence,  in  accordance  with  its  title,  it  seeks  to  promote 
the  Gospel  by  every  possible  method.  It  has  missions — it 
trains  young  men  in  the  school  of  the  prophets  for  the  office 
of  the  ministry ; — it  aids  in  the  distribution  of  useful  and 
pious  tracts ; — and  encourages  the  extensive  circulation  of 
our  inestimable  liturgy.  In  every  possible  way,  so  far  as  its 
limited  means  will  allow,  does  it  seek  to  promote  the  glorious 
cause  of  Christ  and  his  Church. 

During  the  past  year,  the  Committee  of  Missions  have  had 
in  their  service,  29  missionaries  in  all ;  of  whom  23  are  at 
present  labouring  at  their  stations.

This  is,  of  course,  but  a  very  defective  account  of  their 
labours.  Several  of  them  have  made  no  report ;  and  rpany 
of  the  reports  are  remarkably  imperfect  in  the  statement  of 
particulars.  Nevertheless,  even  from  this  imperfect  state¬ 
ment,  it  is  evident  that  much  has  been  accomplished  by  their 
labours  and  zeal. 

The  Education  Department  of  the  Society  is  still  going  on 
to  accomplish  much  good,  by  the  pecuniary  aid  which  the 
committee  extends  to  young  men  of  piety  and  promise,  in 
their  preparation  for  the  ministry.  We  have  had  under  our 
care,  since  January  1st,  1838,  ten  beneficiaries;  of  these,  two 
have  been  ordained,  and  eight  remain  on  our  list.  The 
amount  appropriated  for  their  benefit  has  been  $759  ;  and 
the  sums  they  receive  vary  from  $50  to  150. 

According  to  the  Treasurer’s  account  recently  submitted 
to  the  Board,  the  receipts  arising  from  various  sources,  have 
been  $4,194  79  ;  and  the  expenditures,  3,699  94  ;  leaving  a 
balance  of  $494  85,  subject  to  the  payments  due  to  the  mis¬ 
sionaries  and  beneficiaries,  on  February  1st — next.  Of  the 
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moneys  expended,  $2,692  41  have  gone  to  the  support  of  our 
missionaries  :  and  $537  50  to  aid  our  beneficiaries  :  $332  09, 
being  life  subscriptions,  have  been  invested  agreeably  to  the 
constitution :  and  the  incidental  expenses  have  been  $137  94. 
In  reviewing  this  simple  exposition  of  our  finances,  we  can¬ 
not  fail  to  be  struck  with  the  amount  of  good  which  has  been 
done  with  so  small  an  amount  of  means.  With  about  $3,700, 
we  have  secured  the  services  of  29  missionaries;  aided  10 
young  men  in  their  education ;  and  procured  the  preaching 
of  the  word,  and  the  ministrations  of  the  blessed  Gospel  to 
nearly  60  congregations. 

Of  the  Female  Tract  Society,  whose  labours  are  so  advan¬ 
tageously  and  usefully  united  with  our  own  in  the  good  work 
of  advancing  Christianity  in  our  diocese,  we  can  always  speak 
with  affection  and  love.  It  continues  its  onward  course  of 
doing  what  it  can  for  the  interests  of  pure  religion.  If  it  has 
not  done  more  in  the  accomplishment  of  its  holy  purposes,  it 
is  because  Episcopalians  have  been  backward  in  furnishing 
the  means.  It  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  appeals  which  have, 
from  time  to  time,  been  made  for  the  enlargement  of  its 
capabilities  of  usefulness,  have  resulted  to  so  limited  an  extent, 
in  placing  at  the  disposal  of  this  valuable  auxiliary,  the  funds 
necessary  to  the  proper  expansion  of  its  list  of  publications. 

While  we  record  the  doings  of  our  own  Society,  in  its 
Missionary  and  Education  departments,  and  bear  testimony 
to  the  zeal  with  which  the  Female  Tract  Society  is  pursuing 
its  labour  of  love ;  it  is  proper  to  mention  that  the  Bishop 
White  Prayer  Book  Society,  is  in  another  though  kindred  de¬ 
partment,  making  its  usefulness  felt,  not  only  in  this  diocese, 
but  throughout  our  land.  It  is  well  known  that,  though 
located  among  us,  this  Institution  is  not  diocesan,  but 
has  for  its  object  the  promotion  of  the  interests  of  the 
Church  in  every  part  of  the  country.  Every  where  are 
its  benefits  felt  and  acknowledged.  With  the  liberality 
which  has  always  characterized  its  operations,  our  own 
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Missionaries  have  received  .largely  of  its  supplies,  and  have 
thus  been  greatly  aided  in  their  efforts  to  make  our  institutions 
and  liturgy  known  and  loved  by  the  people  committed  to  their 
care. 

The  Female  Prayer  Book  Society  is  another  institution 
whose  usefulness  commends  it  to  the  affections  and  patronage 
of  Episcopalians.  With  means  greatly  inadequate  to  the  ac¬ 
complishment  of  all  that  its  excellent  managers  desire  to 
effect,  it  has  still  done  much  in  aid  of  the  good  work  of  cir¬ 
culating  the  Prayer  Book.  Our  own  Society  has  been  one 
of  its  channels  of  beneficence,  and  our  missionaries  have, 
through  its  gifts,  been  aided  in  diffusing  among  the  people  of 
their  charge  a  pure  and  spiritual  worship.

The  Secretaries  of  Auxiliary  Societies  are  requested  to 
forward  their  annual  statements  on.  or  before  the  first  day  of 
December  next. 
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CONSTITUTION. 


Article  I.  The  name  of  this  Society  shall  be  “  The  Socie¬ 
ty  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal  Church  for  the  Advancement 
of  Christianity  in  Pennsylvania.”  Its  object  is  the  promotion 
of  Christian  knowledge,  learning  and  piety  in  this  state. 

Art.  II.  The  Officers  of  the  society  shall  be  a  President, 
three  Vice-Presidents,  thirty  Trustees,  (of  whom  ten  shall  be 
Clergymen  of  the  Church  ;  provided  there  be  so  many  resident 
within  the  city  and  county  of  Philadelphia  entitled  to  seats  in 
the  State  Convention,  and  members  of  the  Society,)  a  Trea¬ 
surer,  a  Corresponding  Secretary,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
who  together  shall  form  a  Board  to  be  denominated  “  the 
Board  of  Trustees,”  any  five  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum, 
for  the  transaction  of  business.  The  Bishop  shall,  ex-officio, 
be  President  of  the  Society.  The  other  officers  shall  be  ap¬ 
pointed  by  ballot  at  the  anniversary  meeting  of  the  society, 
and  a  plurality  of  votes  shall  constitute  a  choice. 

Art.  III.  Every  member  of  the  society  shall,  during  mem¬ 
bership,  pay  annually  in  advance  to  the  treasurer,  such  sum 
as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  fixed  on  by  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees,  not  exceeding  five  dollars,  for  the  use  of  the  society. 
Such  persons  as  shall  at  any  time  pay  the  sum  of  thirty 
dollars,  or  more,  shall  be  members  of  the  society  for  life  with¬ 
out  the  annual  payments;  such  donations  as  the  pious  and 
benevolent  may  at  any  time  make,  for  the  prbmotion  of  the 
purposes  of  the  society,  shall  also  be  received  by  the  treasurer, 
and  the  trustees  shall  cause  a  record  to  be  kept  of  the  names 
of  all  such  benefactors,  with  an  account  of  their  donations. 

Art.  IV.  The  land  or  other  real  estate  which  the  Society 
may  at  any  lime  acquire,  shall  be  devoted  to  furthering  their 
general  objects;  and  shall  be  held,  occupied,  appropriated 
and  disposed  of  in  such  a  manner  as  the  bye-laws  and  reso- 
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lutions  of  the  society  may  direct.  All  life  subscriptions  of 
members,  and  all  donations,  whether  by  will  or  otherwise, 
unless  bestowed  with  a  specific  appropriation,  shall  be  a  per¬ 
manent  fund,  and  shall  be  vested  in  stock  or  ground  rents,  or 
other  safe  property.  This  provision  shall  extend  to  the  stock 
now  held  by  the  society.  Collections  in  churches  are  not  to 
be  considered  as  of  the  donations  here  referred  to,  but  shall 
be  at  the  disposal  of  the  trustees.  Provided  always,  never¬ 
theless,  that  the  clear  yearly  value  or  income  of  the  mes¬ 
suages,  houses,  lands  and  tenements ;  annuities  or  other  here¬ 
ditaments  and  real  estate  of  this  corporation,  and  the  interest 
of  money  lent,  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  five  hundred 
pounds.  Provided  also,  that  all  donations,  whether  by  will  or 
otherwise,  which  do  not  exceed  the  sum  of  Five  Hundred 
dollars,  shall  be  applied  to  the  current  purposes  of  the  society, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  the  donor  or  by  the  Board  of 
Trustees. 

Art.  V.  There  shall  be  annually  a  meeting  of  the  Society 
in  Philadelphia,  on  the  feast  of  the  Epiphany,  unless  it  shall 
fall  on  a  Sunday,  and  in  that  case  on  the  next  day.  The 
rectors  of  the  different  churches  within  the  state,  shall  be  re¬ 
quested  to  have  services  performed  and  collections  made  for 
the  benefit  of  the  institution,  on  the  first  Sunday  after  the  fes¬ 
tival  of  the  Epiphany,  or  on  that  festival,  if  it  be  on  Sunday ; 
or  on  such  other  day  or  days  as  may  be  expedient,  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  agreeable  to  the  proper  parochial 
authorities. 

Art.  VI.  The  Board  of  Trustees  shall  hold  stated  meetings 
at  least  four  times  a  year,  and  may  hold  adjourned  meetings 
when  necessary.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President,  or  in  case, of  a  vacancy  in  the  Presidency,  by  the 
senior  Vice-President,  or  by  a  majority  of  the  Board  of  Trus¬ 
tees  ;  but  when  special  meetings  are  called,  the  time  and 
place  of  meeting,  and  the  subject  proposed  to  be  considered, 
shall  be  previously  notified  to  the  members;  and  no  other 
subject  shall  be -discussed  or  acted  upon  at  such  meeting,  un¬ 
less  there  be  at  least  twelve  members  present.  To  the  board 
of  trustees  shall  be  committed  the  care  of  the  society’s  funds, 
and  the  transaction  of  its  entire  business.  They  shall  have 
power,  according  to  their  discretion,  and  as  the  funds  will 
allow,  to  distribute  copies  of  the  Bible,  the  Book  of  Common 
Prayer,  useful  religious  tracts,  and  other  works  of  approved 
reputation ;  to  send  forth,  under  the  sanction  and  direction  of 
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the  ecclesiastical  authority  of  the  diocese,  missionaries  to 
those  places  within  this  state,  where  there  is  ground  for  the 
expectation  that  their  labours  will  be  useful  in  spreading  the 
truths,  and  promoting  the  practice  of  the  holy  morality  of  the 
gospel — to  take  by  the  hand  youths  of  genius  and  piety,  who 
need  the  fostering  aid  of  benevolence,  and  are  meet  to  be 
trained  up  for  the  ministry  of  the  church,  and  see  that  they 
be  properly  educated  :  and  in  general  to  adopt  and  execute 
such  measures  as  in  their  best  judgments  they  shall  deem 
good  and  practicable  for  the  accomplishment  of  the  purposes 
of  the  society 

Art.  VII.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  at 
every  anniversary,  to  lay  before  the  society  a  report  of  the 
proceedings  during  the  preceding  year;  to  exhibit  a  full  and 
accurate  view  of  the  state  of  the  society’s  funds,  and  other 
property;  and  to  inform  them  of  any  matters  relative  to  the 
objects  of  the  society,  which  may  be  interesting  to  its  mem¬ 
bers.  A  copy  of  their  proceedings  shall  be  annually  sent  to 
the  secretary  of  the  Council  of  Advice,  in  order  to  give  op¬ 
portunity  for  any  opinions  or  remarks  of  the  Bishop,  or  of  that 
Council,  or  of  the  State  Convention,  to  whose  inspection  they 
shall  be  always  open. 

Art.  VIII.  The  members  of  the  society,  resident  within 
any  county  or  town  in  the  state,  other  than  Philadelphia,  may 
form  themselves  into  Corresponding  Societies,  to  communi¬ 
cate  with  the  Parent  society;  and  as  a  part  of  it,  and  under 
its  direction,  to  aid  in  promoting  the  the  general  object. 

Art.  IX.  This  society  being  intended  to  assist,  but  not  in 
any  degree  to  interfere  with,  or  entrench  upon  the  established 
authority  of  the  church,  in  promoting  her  interest  and  ad¬ 
vancement  in  Pennsylvania,  it  is  hereby  declared,  that  in 
whatever  shall  be  done,  that  authority  shall  be  recognized  and 
conformed  to. 

Art.  X.  The  constitution  shall  not  be  altered,  unless  it  be 
at  an  annual  meeting,  with  the  consent  of  two-thirds  of  the 
members  then  present,  and  in  the  mode  prescribed  by  law  ; 
and  the  object  of  the  society  shall  never  be  changed. 

Art.  XI.  No  person  shall  hereafter  become  a  member  of 
this  society  either  for  life  or  otherwise,  unless  approved  either 
by  ballot  or  resolution,  by  a  majority  of  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees,  present  at  a  stated  meeting,  or  by  a  standing 
committee  appointed  for  that  purpose  by  the  Board  of  Trustees. 
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BY-LAWS* 


For  the  Government  and  Regulation  of  the  Officers  and  Board 
of  Trustees  of  the  Society  of  the  Protestant  Episcopal 
Church  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in  Pennsyl¬ 
vania. 


DUTIES  OF  THE  OFFICERS. 

I.  The  President  of  the  Society  shall  preside  at  the  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees.  He  shall  be  the  judge  of 
order,  and  his  decisions  thereon  shall  be  immediately  submit¬ 
ted  to,  unless  two  members  require  an  appeal  to  the  Board, 
which  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  He  shall  name  all 
committees  which  do  not  consist  of  more  than  three  members ; 
he  shall  sign  all  orders  on  the  treasurer  which  may  be  di¬ 
rected  by  the  board  of  trustees,  and  shall  call  special  meet¬ 
ings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  agreeably  to  the  constitution, 
whenever  in  his  opinion  the  business  of  the  society  requires 
it,  or  he  is  requested  so  to  do  by  five  of  the  trustees;  but 
when  special  meetings  are  so  called,  he  shall  direct  the  re¬ 
cording  secretary  to  insert  in  the  notices  to  the  members,  the 
import  of  the  business  upon  which  they  are  to  convene,  and 
such  notices  shall  be  served  at  least  two  days  previous  to  that 
appointed  for  the  meeting. 

II.  The  Vice-Pr'esidents,  according  to  seniority  in  age, 
shall  perform  all  the  duties,  and  possess  all  the  powers  of  the 
President,  whenever  he  is  absent,  unable  to  act,  or  the  office 
is  vacant. 

III.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  moneys  belonging  to 
the  society,  and  shall  deposit  the  same  in  one  of  the  banks  of 
this  city  in  his  name  as  treasurer.  He  shall  pay  all  orders 
which  shall  be  drawn  on  him  in  the  manner  hereinafter  pre¬ 
scribed.  He  shall  keep  a  fair  account  of  his  receipts  and  ex¬ 
penditures,  which  shall  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  any  of 
the  trustees,  and  shall  submit  the  same,  or  an  abstract  there-

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from  to  the  board  of  trustees  at  their  stated  meetings.  He 
shall  execute  such  resolutions  as  may  be  adopted  by  the  board 
of  trustees,  relative  to  the  investment  of  the  funds;  he  shall 
hold  the  evidence  of  stock  or  other  property  belonging  to  the 
society — and  he  shall  prepare  and  lay  before  the  society  at 
their  annual  meeting,  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expen¬ 
ditures  of  the  preceding  year,  of  the  funds  of  the  society,  and 
of  the  manner  in  which  the  same  are  invested.  He  shall 
notify  members  elect  of  their  election,  and  of  the  sum  to  be 
paid  for  membership. 

IV.  The  Corresponding  Secretary  shall  draft  and  forward 
all  letters  directed  to  be  written  by  the  society  or  board  of 
trustees,  and  shall  preserve  copies  thereof,  which  he  shall  lay 
before  the  board  ;  he  shall  also  lay  before  the  board  such 
communications  as  shall  be  addressed  to  him,  and  shall  also 
take  charge  of  all  communications  addressed  to  the  society 
or  the  board  of  trustees. 

V.  The  Recording  Secretary  shall  keep  fair  and  regular 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board  of  trustees  in  a  book 
to  be  provided  for  that  purpose ;  he  shall  at  each  meeting  of 
the  board,  read  the  minutes  of  the  last  preceding  meeting, 
and  such  other  papers  as  he  may  be  required  to  read.  He 
shall  countersign  all  orders  drawn  upon  the  treasurer  in  pur¬ 
suance  of  resolutions  of  the  board,  he  shall  preserve  all  the 
records  and  papers  which  do  not  belong  to  the  office  of  cor¬ 
responding  secretary  or  treasurer,  shall  cause  a  notice  of 
every  meeting  of  the  board  of  trustees  to  be  delivered  to  each 
member  at  least  one  day  previous  to  the  time  fixed  for  meet¬ 
ing,  and  shall  give  notice  of  the  meetings  of  the  society  in 
such  manner  as  shall  be  directed  by  the  board  of  trustees.  He 
shall  also  cause  notice  to  be  given  to  the  chairman  of  each 
committee,  with  the  names  of  the  members  thereof,  and  the 
object  for  which  they  may  be  appointed.

Standing  Committees. 

VI.  The  Trustees  shall  elect  at  the  first  stated  meeting 
after  their  election  a  committee  of  finance,  to  consist  of  five 
members  (of  whom  the  treasurer  shall  always  be  one) ;  a 
committee  of  missions  of  five  members,  (exclusive  of  the 
bishop  and  assistant  bishop,  who  shall  be  members  ex-officio;) 
an  education  committee  of  five  members ;  a  library  commit¬ 
tee  of  three  members  ;  a  publishing  committee  of  three  mem- 
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bers  ;  a  tract  committee  of  three  members  ;  an  historical  com¬ 
mittee  of  three  members;  a  committee  on  trusts  of  three 
members;  an  auditing  committee  of  two  members ;  and  an 
electing  committee  of  six  members,  of  whom  the  recording  se¬ 
cretary  shall  always  be  one.  The  committee  of  missions, 
the  committee  of  finance,  the  committee  on  trusts,  the  educa¬ 
tion  committee,  and  the  electing  committee,  shall  respectively 
keep  regular  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  read 
at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board,  and  shall  meet  not  less 
than  four  times  in  each  year.  The  other  committees  shall  re¬ 
port  in  writing  always  to  the  stated  meeting  of  the  Board  in 
December,  and  as  much  oftener  as  their  respective  duties 
may  require. 

VII.  The  office  of  the  Committee  of  Finance ,  consisting  of 
five  members,  is  to  adopt  proper  means  of  augmenting  the 
subscriptions  and  benefactions  ;  to  obtain  collections  in 
churches ;  to  circulate  information  respecting  the  society  ;  to 
see  that  the  subscriptions  are  duly  received ;  and  to  aid  the 
treasurer  in  investing  the  funds. 

VIII.  The  office  of  the  Committee  of  Missions,  consisting 
of  five  members,  is  to  seek  for  and  send  out  proper  missiona¬ 
ries,  and  to  correspond  with  them  when  sent  out,  to  ascertain 
and  supply  vacant  churches,  and  destitute  vicinities,  requiring 
the  services  of  missionaries,  and  to  supply  the  missionaries 
and  destitute  churches  with  Bibles  and  Prayer  Books,  under 
the  direction  of  the  Board. 

IX.  The  office  of  the  Library  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  members,  is  to  take  charge  of  the  books,  belonging  to 
the  Society,  and  of  those  which  may  be  loaned  to  it,  to  solicit 
donations  of  books  or  money  for  the  library,  to  employ  a 
Librarian,  to  take  measures  for  rendering  the  library  useful, 
and  to  purchase  books  if  money  be  appropriated  for  that  pur¬ 
pose  by  the  Board. 

X.  The  office  of  the  Publishing  Committee,  consisting  of 
three  members,  is  to  superintend  the  printing  and  sale  of  such 
books  as  the  Board  may  order  to  be  printed ;  and  to  carry 
through  the  press  any  other  publications  which  may  be  ordered 
by  the  Board. 

XI.  The  office  of  the  Education  Committee,  consisting  of 
five  members,  is  to  seek  out  young  men  of  piety  and  talent, 
who  need  the  fostering  aid  of  benevolence  in  preparing  for  and 
prosecuting  their  theological  studies;  to  examine  them  as  to 
their  attainments  and  worthiness ;  to  assist  them  with  the 
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moneys  appropriated  to  the  committee  by  the  Board  ;  to  cor¬ 
respond  and  advise  with  them  as  to  their  studies  and  conduct, 
and  to  maintain  such  a  superintendence  over  them  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  secure  the  efficient  accomplishment  of  the  pur¬ 
poses  of  the  Board  in  yielding  them  assistance.  They  shall 
promote  the  organization  of  auxiliary  Education  Societies, 
and  encourage,  by  their  counsel  and  influence,  those  which 
now  exist,  and  in  general  use  all  expedient  means  of  increas¬ 
ing  the  funds  devoted  to  this  branch  of  the  Society’s  objects. 
And  in  case  of  the  contribution  of  any  sum  or  sums  by  the 
said  auxiliaries,  (or  by  any  individual  who  specifies  the  object 
of  education,)  to  constitute  any  person  or  persons  members 
for  life  of  the  Society  for  the  Advancement  of  Christianity  in 
Pennsylvania,  a  sum  equal  to  the  interest  of  the  said  sum  or 
sums  so  paid  into  the  treasury,  shall  be  annually  appropriated 
to  the  said  Education  Committee,  to  be  expended  as  aforesaid. 
The  committee  shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings, 
which  shall  be  read  at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of 
Trustees,  and  the  said  committee  may  make  such  by-laws 
for  the  better  accomplishment  of  the  ends  of  their  appoint¬ 
ment,  as  do  not  interfere  with  the  charter  and  laws  of  this 
society,  nor  contravene  the  agreement  by  which  the  Educa¬ 
tion  Society  transfered  its  funds  to  this  Society.  An  abstract 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Education  Committee  shall  be  in¬ 
serted  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Society  for  the  Advance¬ 
ment  of  Christianity,  with  a  statement  of  the  amount  of 
moneys  received  and  expended  for  the  purposes  of  education. 

XII.  The  office  of  the  Historical  Committee ,  consisting  of 
three  members,  is  to  collect  and  preserve,  as  far  as  may  be 
possible,  all  manuscripts  and  publications  which  relate  to  the 
establishment,  the  progress,  and  the  present  state  of  the  church 
in  this  country,  and  particularly  in  this  state. 

XIII.  The  office  of  the  Tract  Committee ,  consisting  of 
three  members,  is  to  select  and  report,  from  time  to  time, 
suitable  tracts  to  be  published  by  the  Society,  and  to  advise 
with  the  auxiliary  tract  society  in  regard  to  their  publications. 

XIV.  The  office  of  the  Auditing  Committee,  consisting  of 
two  members,  is  to  examine  and  report  to  the  Board  all  ac¬ 
counts  presented  against  the  Society,  and  also  to  examine  the 
Treasurer’s  account  at  the  elose  of  each  year,  prior  to  the 
annual  meeting. 

XV.  The  office  of  the  Committee  on  Trusts,  is  to  superin¬ 
tend  the  execution  of  all  Trusts,  (including  the  Pilmore  Lega- 
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cy)  confided  to  the  Society  by  will  or  otherwise,  and  to  take 
care  that  the  intention  of  the  Donors  be  fulfilled — to  manage 
the  funds  in  which  the  trust-moneys  shall  be  invested  with  full 
power  to  change  the  investments  thereof,  provided  that  all  in¬ 
vestments  be  made  in  the  name  of  the  Society  as  Trustees — 
and  that  transfers  be  made  only  when  directed  by  a  resolution 
of  the  said  committee  certified  by  their  chairman  to  the  Pre¬ 
sident  of  the  Society,  or  in  case  of  his  absence  to  one  of  the 
Vice  Presidents,  who  shall  then  authorize  the  Treasurer  to 
make  the  transfer.  Immediately  after  the  annual  appointment 
of  the  Committees,  the  Treasurer  shall  report  in  writing  to 
the  Committee  on  Trusts,  the  funds  appertaining  to  the  res¬ 
pective  Trusts,  stating  the  kind  of  security  therefor,  and  the 
name  and  description  in  which  the  securities  stand. 

XVI.  The  office  of  the  Electing  Committee,  consisting  of 
six  members,  is  to  elect  persons  to  be  members  of  the  Society, 
on  their  complying  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  constitu¬ 
tion  and  by-laws.  The  committee  shall  be  subject  to  the 
following  regulations.  Four  members  shall  be  necessary  to 
constitute  a  quorum.  If  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
vote  in  favour  of  a  candidate,  he  shall  be  elected.  No  election 
shall  be  valid  unless  the  candidate  has  been  proposed  at  a 
previous  meeting  of  the  committee,  except  in  cases  where  the 
members  of  the  committee  are  unanimous  in  voting  for  any 
person,  in  which  case  he  shall  be  elected.  Twenty-four  hours’ 
notice  shall  be  given  of  every  meeting  of  the  committee.  The 
committee  shall  meet  at  least  once  in  every  three  months,  and 
shall  keep  minutes  of  their  proceedings,  which  shall  be  read 
at  the  stated  meetings  of  the  Board.  The  committee  shall 
have  a  secretary  who  shall  notify  the  Treasurer  of  all  persons 
elected  members,  whereupon  the  Treasurer  shall  notify  such 
members  of  their  election,  and  of  the  sum  to  be  paid  by  them 
for  membership. 


Meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

XVII.  The  stated  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  shall 
be  on  the  Second  Monday  of  January,  April,  July,  October 
and  December,  at  seven  o’clock  in  the  evening,  except  the 
meetings-  in  April  and  July,  which  shall  be  held  at  eight 
o’clock  in  the  evening. 
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Order  of  Business . 

XYIII.  The  order  of  business  shall  be  as  follows: — 

1st.  At  the  hour  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the  Board, 
or  as  soon  thereafter  as  a  quorum  shall  appear,  the  chair  shall 
be  taken  by  the  President,  and  the  business  opened  with 
prayer. 

2nd.  The  roll  shall  then  be  called,  and  the  attending  mem¬ 
bers  noted,  after  which  no  member  shall  retire  without  the 
permission  of  the  President. 

3d.  The  minutes  of  the  preceding  meeting  shall  be  read, 
and,  if  necessary,  corrected. 

4th.  Communications  to  the  Board  shall  be  received  and 
considered. 

5th.  Reports  of  committees  shall  be  called  for,  and  order 
taken  thereon. 

6th.  The  unfinished  business  of  the  former  meeting  (if 
any)  shall  be  taken  up ;  after  which  any  business  may  be 
proceeded  on  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Board. 

7th.  No  debate  shall  take  place  until  a  motion  is  made, 
seconded,  and  stated  from  the  chair — and  all  motions  shall  be 
reduced  to  writing,  if  required  by  the  President,  or  by  two 
members. 

8th.  Every  member  who  speaks,  shall  rise  and  address 
the  President,  and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  twice 
upon  any  one  question,  without  leave  of  the  Board. 

9th.  When  a  motion  is  under  consideration,  no  other  mo¬ 
tion  shall  be  made,  except  to  amend,  to  divide,  to  commit,  or 
postpone  it ;  but  a  motion  to  adjourn  shall  always  be  in  order, 
and  shall  be  decided  without  debate.  A  question  on  an 
amendment  shall  be  decided  before  the  original  motion. 

10th.  No  motion  for  reconsideration  shall  be  permitted 
unless  made  and  seconded  by  members  who  were  in  the  ma¬ 
jority  on  the  original  question,  nor  then,  unless  made  at  the 
same  meeting  as  the  decision,  or  at  the  next  meeting  after  it 
— and  no  decision  shall  be  reconsidered  by  a  smaller  number 
than  w'as  present  when  the  decision  was  made. 

11th.  All  appropriations  of  money  shall  be  made  by  reso¬ 
lutions  of  the  Board,  and  entered  on  the  minutes.  Orders  for 
the  amount  appropriated  shall  then  be  drawn  upon  the  Trea¬ 
surer,  signed  by  the  President,  or  in  his  absence,  by  the  Vice- 
President,  and  countersigned  by  the  Recording  Secretary,  or 
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if  he  is  absent,  by  the  Secretary  pro  tern.,  (except  appropria¬ 
tions  to  standing  committees,)  which  orders,  with  the  receipts 
of  the  persons  in  whose  favour  they  are  drawn,  endorsed 
thereon,  shall  be  the  Treasurer’s  vouchers  for  payments  made 
by  him. 

12th.  All  committees  not  composed  of  more  than  three 
members,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  President — those  consist¬ 
ing  of  more  than  three,  as  may  be  ordered  by  the  Board. 
Every  member  of  a  committee  shall  attend  the  call  of  the 
chairman,  who  shall  be  the  person  first  named  on  the  com¬ 
mittee.  At  every  meeting  of  the  Board,  committees  shall  be 
called  over,  and  the  chairman,  or  in  his  absence  any  member 
of  the  committee,  shall  report  in  writing  or  assign  the  reason 
why  they  are  not  ready  to  report. 

XIX.  These  by-laws  shall  be  read  aloud  by  the  Recording 
Secretary,  at  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board. 

XX.  A  correct  copy  of  the  by-laws,  and  a  list  of  all  the 
committees  of  the  Board  and  of  the  members  thereof,  shall 
be  laid  on  the  table  by  the  Recording  Secretary  at  every 
meeting  of  the  Board. 

XXI.  No  addition  to,  or  alteration  of,  these  by-laws  shall 
be  made,  unless  notice  of  the  proposed  alteration  be  given  to 
each  member  of  the  Board  at  least  two  days  before  the  meet¬ 
ing  at  which  it  is  to  be  considered — or  unless  the  alteration 
be  made  with  the  unanimous  consent  of  a  meeting  composed 
of  at  least  ten  members.
